"I live in Recife, a coastal 
city on the Atlantic Ocean in 
Brazil. My family is small: 
my father, my mother, and one 
five-year old brother. I am 
planning to study law at the 
University next year. 


"To come to Panora in January 
was a, change of temperature; 
but more important, a change 
in my life. To know the snow, 
the American people and their 
way of life has been a pleas- 
ant and unforgetable experi- 
ence." 


Ulla Korpelainen has this to 
say: 


"In Finland, I live in a city 
of 60,000 people just a few 
miles from the capital of 
Finland. So it is kind of 
different to live here in 
Panora.
